The Peace River* canyon has long 
been renowned for the wild character 
of Its waters, and no white man or In¬ 
dian, l»e he ever so experienced In r|ver 
work or u rged on by foolhar dlne ss, e ver 
attempted Uf run Ua rapids.

The Cassette, Mountain. Pelican and 
Drowned Rapids , co llectively k nown a s 
the Fort Smith Rapids, are situated on 
the Hlave River and extend from Smith 
Landing to Fort Smith, a distance of 
some sixteen miles. The various rap¬ 
ids whose descents taken separately 
vary from 10 to 38 feet, may be consid¬ 
ered as a continuous rapid from head 
to foot broken by short Intervals of 
swift water, giving a total descent In 
the sixteen miles of some lift feet.

ERNEST T. HOOLEY 
IMS LEFT PRISON 


Krnest Tcrnh Hooley. the financier, 
has been rolsaasd from Wormwood 
Bcruba prison. He was met by a friend 
in u motor-car. and the release was ef¬ 
fected so quietly that nothing waa 
known of It till the next day: 

Ifooiey was sentenced to twelve 
months' imprisonment in the second 
division on February 19 lost for fraud, 
and secured the ususl three months' 
remission of his sentence for good 
conduct. Ifooiey** health waa not 
good In prison, and a great part of hla 
time was spent 4n hospital. Thla did 
not mean necessarily confinement to 
bed. but It relieved him of hard tasks 
In prison he was a general favorite. 
He was chief alto In the chapel choir. 

Hooley was indicted for obtaining 
from George l,eech Tweedle. a young 
mechanical engineer, of Rochdale—who 
had Inherited, a fortune of £46.999—six 
. chaquaa_Joe...lhe payment of —X3.999. i 
with intent to defraud 

The caae arose out of the transac¬ 
tion In ronm-dion with the pun base of 
ih»* Tharney ltali Estate Hooley rep¬ 
resented. It was dtTeged. that there 
w ere no charges or pledges on th* 1 
property. Ills defence was that the, 
existing charges on the estate were! 
not ordinary mortgages, as they did 
not restrict hts power to sell. 

Mr. Justice Phllllmorc, in passing 
sentence, told the Jury that he quite 
agreed with their verdict of guilty. 

Few men have had a more diversified 
career than !4<ioley. In a few years he 
idled up what was apparently a colos¬ 
sal fortune, and then there came a 
sudden collapse, followed ny bankrupt¬ 
cy proceedings, and all hla vast wealth 
vanished Into nothingness. 

He dealt In millions One stupendous 
scheme followed another, until the pub¬ 
lic were dazzled at hla apparent suc¬ 
cess. and his name became a synonym 
for financial sagacity ana oaring. Peers 
and baronets and titled lad lea crowded 
his reception rooms to ask for "inside" 
iafurmatoln as to his companies. 

Estates were bought In alx counties, 
there was a town houae. there were 
two country realdencea. and palatial 
suites of rooms In London hotels. The~e 
j was a splendid yacht, once the prop¬ 
erty of laird Ixnsdalv riooley is the 
son of a lace manufacturer In Notting¬ 
hamshire. who from the position of a 
working laremaker ~ what waa known 
as a "twist hand"—built up a small but 
profitable lacemaklng business at Long 
Eaton, near Nottingham 
It was In turning his father's busi¬ 
ness Into a limited company that the 
coming financier tasted blood This 
opened his eyes to the possibilities for
